Milwaukee R. R. informed us that he went 
in a short distance, and that it seemed to wi- 
den as be advanced. 
The top and sides are 


dripping with stalactite, tinged with a red- 
dish cast by the iron ore, some specimens of 
which we can show to any one curious in 
such matters. 


We found a large gang of men under the 


employ of the new Iron Company, engaged 
in prospecting, drifting, and sinking shafts. 
The whole ridge is covered with n colored 
soil, a few inches in depth, but sufficient to 
sustain the growth of large trees. Immedi- 
ately under the soil we meet with tha pure 
ore, which at the bottom of the ridge lies 
about four feet deep, but increases in depth 
aa we ascend. And again under the ore is 
the hard blue clay. One glance is sufficient 
to convince one that the ore is literally inex- 
haustible. 


There are three species of ore—.the seed 


ore, the rock ore, and another kind very much 
resembling the seed ore, except that it i 
compacted together so as to form a solid mass 
The seed ore, which is most abundant, yield 
forty-five per cent, of pure iron, and the rocl 
ore ninety per cent. 
We have fine specimen

There is a question now agitating the pub- 


lic mind, which involves interests dear to ev- 
ery innti, woman, and child. The very fact 
that man has mind, and capabilities far ex- 
ceeding the brute creation, proves that if he 
debuses himself by anything that dethrones 
reason and the power of self-government, 
which God has given him, he sinks below 
their level. He that enjoys the greater light, 
and abuses it, his condemnation will be con- 
sequently greater. This question involves a 
point of morals, whether men, with trie light 
of the 19tli century blazing upon them, for 
the lovo of mere paltry gain, shall bring the 
inevitable curse of God on themselves—'Hear 
ye the word of the Lord'—'Wo to the men 
of strength who mingle strong drink!" 


The decision of this question will either 


make it lawful to work wickedness high- 
handedly, to continue open the flood-gates of 
wickedness upon us—nmke lawful the trade
